All {cientifie 
characters of reputation allow him to be moft inti- 
mately acduaideed with, if I may ufe a figure, the 
grand miltrefs of fcience, viz. Chemiftry, and with 
all the vat train of abftrufe, though fubordinaté 
{ciences, that fle neceflarily has to attend her in all 

i iarri hes after sruth,which

talents, and _philanthrophy have fecured to hini the 
title, above all regal honours, of being a frae pitlo- 
Sopher, though probably not of that cla which. inrols 
a Newton ora Locks.

of the nobility. A coach and four and a couple of 
fervants generally precede him, but at the diftance 
of about half a mile ; this is for the accommodation 
of the Royal travellers in cafe of rain. In this man- 
ner his Majefty drove through Ricltmond on Wed- 
nefday night, juft as the moon was beginning to 
fhine. 

Laft night and this day it was confidently report- 
ed, that the Great Frederick, King of Prufha, ‘had 
departed this life ; and one of the papers of this 
morning goes fo far as to fay, that an exprefs arri 
ved yelterday at the Secretary of State’s Office, with 
advice that he died on Friday laft.
